\Hints For The Bowls Novice 


SUCCESS AT. 


‘“ DRAWING ”. 


By H. P. WEBBER. 

HE “draw” is the basic shot of 

“the game of bowls; all others 

are of subsidiary importance. 

Success at the drawing game can 
‘only be attained by constant prac- 
tlee. combined with natural de- 
licacy of touch, a sweet delivery. 
jand sound judgment. 

Alm for an equal efficiency 
in both forehand and back- 
hand shots. 

A drawing shot on the backhand 
—the ‘most difficult shot with 
which the beginner has to contend 
—is more often than .not the’ most 
‘useful weapon in the expert's 
locker, especially upor. a racing 
surface, where an accurate fore- 
iHand draw seems so elusiye. 

The common: fault is to play 
narrow on.the backhand, for 
which a faulty position on the 
mat, that -is, standing too 
squarely, may be answerable. 
In the square position, to effect 

this shot the arm moves across the 


y. 

Then either of two things may 
happen: 

(1)- The ‘obvious one of catch- 
ling the arm against the body, and 
80 deflecting hand and wood in- 
ward, or 

(2) 


the forearm, so that the ‘wood 
comes to be tilted outwards and is

- This tilting of the wood {s not 
fmmediately responsible for the
